Interest Increased. 

The case has aroused widespread in- 
terest, both in newspaper circles and 
in the legal profession. In its brief 
the Associated Press holds that: 

“It is entirely immaterial whether 
the defendant gets our news by steal- 
ing it, by bribing employees in confi- 
dential relation, by inducing breaches 
of contract by our members (all of 
which are acts in and of themselves 
subject to injunction on independent 
grounds) or by voluntary revelation 
from our employees, or by taking it

TURKS IN PALESTINE 
DEFEATED BY ENGLISH 


Entire Staff of Turkish Di- 
vision, Including General 
and 900 Men, Taken in Ad- 
vance of 15 Miles. 


New York, March 29.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—For the first time since the 
British and French troops began their 
seizure of ground between Arras and 
Soissons, evacuated by the Germans, a 
period of comparative calm has set in. 

The only advance recorded by ‘either 
the British or French war offices is 
the capture of the village of Neuville 
Bourjonval, about 10 miles northwest 
of Roisel, by British troops. 

Only artillery activity is reported 
from the front held by the French 
troops, it still being quite violent in 
Champagne in the ‘sector of Maisons de 
Champagne, around Hill 304, near Ver- 
dun, and in Lorraine near Embermesnil. 

In Russia the situation remains un- 
changed, the Russian and Austro-Ger- 
man armies being virtually inactive, 
owing to the thaw. 

Petrograd reports the repulse of Rus- 
sian attacks along the Oussia and 
Csobanyos rivers in Rumania, but ‘says 
the Russians put down an attempt by 
the Teutonic allies to advance along 
the Fokshani-Tecutchiu road. 


BRITONS ADVANCE 
IN PALESTINE, 


The British forces in Palestine have 
made an advance of 15 miles against 
the “Purks;"capttiringe the entire staff 
of the Fifty-third Turkish division, in- 
cluding a general and 9060 men. 

Enver Pasha, the Turkish minister of 
war, has visited German army head- 
quarters to confer with Emperor Wil- 
liam, Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
and General Ludendorff, first quarter- 
master general. 

The Austrians are keeping up their 
offensive against the Italians on the 
eastern front in the Austro-Italian the- 
ater. After having for several days 
heavily shelled position’s on the Carso 
Front, the Austrians delivered an at- 
tack, but met with repulse, according 
to the Italian war office.

ALLIES FACING 
HINDENBURG LINE.

Minor actions continue all along the 
line between the German rear guard 
machine gun detachments and the Brit- 
ish infantry and cavalry patrols, but 
nothing approaching the proportions 
of a battle has yet developed. The 
Germans have placed great reliance on 
their machine guns, aS many as a score 
having been found grouped in one po- 
sition during the retreat. They also 
have fortified every possible position 
in the line of retreat, including barbed 
wire entanglements about barns and pig 
pens. 

The German heavy artillery is com- 
ing into play again from fixed posi- 
tions back of the Cambrai-St. Quentin 
line. It is reported that the German 
emperor recently visited the territory 
over which the Germans retreated, hav- 
ing come with Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg and given his approval of the 
methods adopted during the retreat.

BRITISH CAPTURE ’ 
ANOTHER VILLAGE. 


London, March 29.—The_ British 
forces in France have captured the 
village of Neuville Bourjonval, east of 
Ytres, according to the official com- 
municatcon issued this evening. Heavy 
casualties were inflicted on the Ger- 
mans. The statement says: 

“The village of Neuville Bourjonval 
was captured this morning after a short 
fight. in which the enemy lost heavily. 
We took a few prisoners. 

“Our raiding parties entered the 
enemy's lines during the night east of 
Arras and in the neighborhood of 
Neuville-St. Vaast and Neuve Chapelle. 
Several dugouts were destroyed and 
casua'ties were inflicted. 

“Two German airplanes were driven 
down in damaged condition during air 
fighting yesterday. Three of our ma- 
chines are missing.”

Both gocialist parties voted 
against the measure. | 

“Eduard Bernstein, socialist,” says 
the advices, “delivered a speech justi- 
fying his opposition to the budget. He 
said experience had strengthened his 
distrust in the government.

At State Capitol 
To Boost Farming 


Agricultural Committee 
School of the National 
League of Woman’s Serv- 
ice Will Hold First Session 
Thursday. 


Following the organization in Atlan- 
ta last Saturday of the Georgia divi- 
sion of the National League for Wom- 
an’s Service, the agricultural commit- 
tee of the Georgia division will con- 
duct an agricultural school in the state 
senate chamber at the capitol. 

This school will begin next Thusday 
afternoon and will last for a period of 
six week's or longer. 

The object of the school will be to 
encourage gardening and farming, in 
both the city and the country, in the 
Present crisis which faces the United 
States, with a view of fully developing 
the agricultural resources of the state, 
upon the full development of which the 
state must largely depend in the event 
of war or preparation for war. Lec- 
tures will be delivered by leading au- 
thorities in the state upon gardening, 
stock raising, poultry raising, ‘sheep 
raising, and, in fact, every branch of 
agriculture. Every effort will be made 
to make tke school of the greatest 
practical value, and questions and in- 
yuiries upon any point pertaining to 
agriculture or gardening will be wel- 


comed, 
Agricultural Committee School, 

The school is to be known as the 
Agricultural Committee School of the 
National League of Woman's Service, 
and will be conducted under the aus- 
pices of the agricultural committee of 
the Georgia division of the national 
organization. 

The Georgia division was organized 
in Atlanta last Saturday by Mrs. Cof- 


fin Van Rensslelaer, of New York. 
Mrs. W. L. Peel is state chairman of 
the Georgia division. Mrs. Nellie 


Peters Black, president. of the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, is chair- 
man of the agricultural committee, 
while Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, regent of 
the Joseph Habersham chapter, D. A. R., 
and president of the woman’s depart- 
ment of the Southea'’stern Fair associa- 
tion, ig co-chairman of this committee. 

The faculty of the school will be 
composed of the lecturers from the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture; from the state department of ag- 
riculture; from the state college of ag- 
riculture; from the state experiment 
station, and leading citizens who are 
interested in agriculture. 

First Session. 

“The first session of the school will 
be next Thursday afternoon, in the 
senate chamber of the capitol, and to it 
all the men and women of Asclanta in- 
terested in agriculture are invited,” 
stated Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin Thursday 
in conference’ with Mrs. Peel relative 
to the work of the National League for 
Women’s Service. 


“Mrs. Black called upon Governor 
Harris and Commissioner Brown, of 
the state department of agriculture, 


when the details of the program of the 
school were worked out,” stated Mrs. 
Lumpkin. 

‘Governor Harris at once extended to 
the ladies the use of the senate cham- 
ber for the school, and Commissioner 
Brown assured the ladies the immediate 
co-operation of his department. 

“In the work of this committee one 
can see the force of that co-ordinating 
of women’s forces, the first purpose of 
the League for National Service,” stated 
Mrs. Peel, in congratulating the activity 
of the state committee on agriculture. 

In this committee of agriculture is 
seen the value of this co-ordination 
Since the chairman of the committee is 
the president. of one organization, the 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and the chairman is Mrs. Samuel Lump- 
kin, president of the department of 
the Southeastern Fair association. She 
is also regent of the Joseph Habersham 
chapter of the D. A. R., and former 
president of the City Federation of 
Women’s Club in Atlanta. 

“We have just completed our wom- 
en’s agricultural rallies in the state,’ 
said Mrs. Black, in discussing the en- 
terprise of the agricultural school to 
be started in the senate chamber, “and 
we will have a good opportunity for the 
summing up of our efforts. I shall in- 
vite the assistance of the women in the 
twelve congressional districts of Geor- 
gia to aid in the work, and in the ini- 
tiation of similar schools in .their dis- 
tricts—for along no line should our pre- 
paredness in the present crisis more 
surely hinge than upon the development 
of agriculture, and the raising of food 
products in the town and country.” 

Major Guinn’s Indorement. 


Major R. J. Guinn, president of the 
board of education, heartily indorses 
the School for Agriculture here as a 
practical movement in the line of pre- 
paredress. He offered to the agricul- 
tural committee the services of the 
expert in gardening who arrives next 
week, to initiate the department of 
gardening in the bureau of educakional 
research and vocational training. 

Major Guinn also stated that he 


NEWS QUARANTINE 
WAS AGREED UPON 


Capital Considers Detention 
of Belgian Relief Corps as 
Proper—Not Believed 
Whitlock Will Be Held. 


Washington, March 29.—Subjection 
of Americans of the Belgian relief 
commission to a “news quarantine” 
prior to their departure from behind 
the German lines was explained at the 
state department today as a proper 
course agreed upon when the relief 
workers were invited to remain in Bel- 
gium. 

Reports that Brand Whitlock, min- 
ister to Belgium, and other diplomatic 
officers, also would be detained were 
‘not credited, as assurances have been 
received to the contrary. The depart- 
ment issued this statement: 

‘There appears to be some misap- 
prehension as to the delay in the with- 
drawal of American members of the 
commission for relief in Belgium. 
Shortly after the break in relations 
with Germany negotiations were insti- 
tuted with a view to providing for the 
continuation of the relief work. The 
German authorities in Belgium invited 
the American members to remain, and 
gave written assurances that’ they 
might leave whenever they desired to 
give up the work. In view of the fact 
that these men are in the _ fighting 
zone, however, it was stipulated that 
they should, upon relinquishing their 
work, remain for a period of two or 
three weeks in some German city on 
their way to Switzerland, in order to 
prevent the transmission of:any fresh 
information. This condition was ac- 
cepted by the relief commission. 

‘It is not anticipated that the Amer- 
ican diplomatic or consular officers 
will be detained during this period, as 
written assurances have been received 
through the Spanish government that 
they will be permitted to proceed di- 
rectly to Switzerland.” 

AMERICAN LEGATION 
COMPLETELY ISOLATED. 

London, March 29.—An Exchange 
Telegraph dispatch from Amsterdam, 
says: 

“Frontier correspondents hear from 
Brussels that the American legation ts 
completely isolated and under a guard 
of German police. It is rumored that 
the Germans contemplate taking the 
minister (Brand Whitlock) and his 
staff to Germany. 

‘The Americans in Brussels have been 
notified that they cannot leave Bel- 
gium béfore three months at the ear- 
liest.” 

The dispatch adds that the cor- 
respondents have learned that the Ger- 
man authorities’ in Belgium have 
warned the relief commission that they 
; will not allow its food barges to go 
further than Tournal. but that barges 
for Lille may travel at their own risk. 
It is said the warning was given in 
view of the military requirements, 
which may compel the Germans to 
evacuate more of northern French ter- 
ritory. 


A Hague dispatch March 28 declared

Washington, March 29.—The annual 
food bill of the average family has 


at present, the department of 
announced today in a review of food 
prices. In ten years the department's 
experts estimate, the advance in the 
cost of food has so far outstripped 
wage increases that the workman who 
drew $3 a day in 1907 now finds him-. 


Self just 69 cents a day worse off. 
he heaviest increase in food prices 
during the last four years is shown in 

Otatoes, the cost of which has risen 
rom $18.96 to $44.69. Other large in- 
creases are in eggs, from oO 
$43.07; flour, $15.12 to $25.40; butter, 
$45.72 to- $54.78. Of the whole list of 
foods only sirloin and round steak are 
Cheaper than five years ago. 

In the period from January 15 to 
February 15, food prices took a 4 per 
cent jump. Onions led with a 77 per 
cent increase. Potatoes went up 30 


per cent. Eggs alone decreased in 
price. 
It is estimated that if a dollar's 


worth of food bought in 1907 weighed 
ten pounds it would weigh today a 
trifle more than seven pounds. 

“Cold storage, re-billing, re-shipping 
and withholding of commodities from 
market are expected to contribute to 
the present abnormal rise in the prices

In a naval and military sense 
there will, of course, be full co-opera- 
tion, but beyond that the country will 
not assume unlimited liability for the 
allies’ aims. The United States will 
seek as far as possible to ameliorate 
the bitterness of the present war and 
prevent its ending from generating fu- 
ture wars. .

FRENCH CAPTURE 
MUNITIONS DEPOT. 


Paris, March 29.—An important mu- 
nitions and supply depot has been cap- 
tured by the French, the war office 
announced today. Artillery fighting 
continued durin the night between 
the Somme and the Aisne and the 
French kept in contact everywhere 
with the German lines, Soissons was 
bombarded by heavy German guns. 

The statement follows: 

“I'rom the Somme to the Aisne there 
is no change in the situation. Inter- 
mittent artillery fighting occurred dur- 
ing the night. Our troops everywhere 
maintained contact with the enemy’s 
lines, 

“In the course Of operations of re- 
cent days south of the Otse we took 
possession of important depots of ma- 
terials and ammunftion. Yesterday 
German long-range guns fired seven 
shells at Soissons. In the region of 
Rheims we made a successful surprise 
attack north of La Pormelle. 

“In the Champagne near Tahure and 
in the Argonne, at Courtes Chausses 
attacked by the enemy were repulsed 
compléetely by our fire. On the left 
bank of the Meuse (Verdun front) out 
troops recaptured in a spirited attack 
the last elements of the trenches which 
the enemy had been holding’ since 
March 18. We took prisoners in the 
vicinity of Avocourt wood and Hill 304. 

“There were no important events on 
the remainder of the front.” 


GERMANS FIRM 
IN CHAMPAGNE. 


Berlin, March 29.—-(Via Sayville.)— 
French efforts to recapture the posi- 
tions recently taken from them in the 
Champagne region were futile, army 
headquarters announced today. The 
French sustained heavy losses in these 
attacks. A French attack on the Ger- 
man lifes in the region of Hill 304 
northwest of Verdun, carried out on a 
wide front, also failed. The British 
lost 65 men in prisoners in an engage- 
ment near. Croisilles. 

Following is the official account of 
operations on the Franco-Belgian 
front: 

“There was vigorous artillery fight- 
ing yesterday, continuing into the 
night, betweem Lens and Arras. Be- 
fore daybreak yesterday in an engage- 
ment near Croiselles and Ecoust st. 
Meinnson, northeast of Bapaume, the 
British lost one officer and +4 men, 
who were taken prisoner, in addition 
to numerous men who were killed by 
an advance of our protecting troops. 

“In the Champagne several attacks, 
undertaken by the French in an ef- 
fort to regain the trenches captured 
from them, failed with heavy losses. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse (Ver- 
dun front), yesterday, our defensive 
fire frustrated French advances against 
Hill 304 which were in preparation. 
This morning an attack launched on a 
wide front failed under our fire, and at 
one place through a counter attack. 

“Bast of Verdun our airmen shot 
down two captive balloons. In the air 
engagement and by derensive fire, four 
enemy airplanes were brought down. 

“Eastern Front: Conditions are gen- 
erally quiet. 

“Macedonian Front: 
unchanged.” 


GERMAN FORCES 
AGAIN ENTRENCHED. 


London, March 29.—The Germans 
are now entrenched along the front 
over which the French and British 
have been advancing, according to a 
statement made to the Associated 
Press today by Major General I. B. 
Maurice. 

General Maurice, who is chief direc- 
tor of military operations at the war 
office, said that whether‘ the positions 
taken by the Germans formed the much 
advertised Hindenburg line would not 
be revealed until the French and Brit- 
ish armies had brought up their heavy 
artillery. ; 

The Germans are continuing to. of- 
fer energetic resistance on the north- 
ern part of their new line in France. 
Reuter’s correspondent at _ British 
headquarters in France says the Ger- 
mans evidently regarded Croisilles as 
a point of great technical importance 
and are contesting the approach of the 
British to it in force, but are being 
hard pressed.

The message giving this information 
was in response to an inquiry from 
the local agents as to whether the ves- 
sel had reached London. The reply 
merely stated “torpedoed, sunk.” 

No information was available here 
as to where the Argo was torpedoed 
or the fate of her crew. The ship was 
owned by Embreza Maritima Oceano, 
Ltd., of Lisbon, Portugal. 

Captain Fernandes was master of the 
Argo and carried a crew of 22. The 
Portuguese vice consul stated he had 
no crew list, but he thought about 
eight or ten of the sailors were Amer- 
icans and several of these he believed 
were negroes. 

British Steamer Torpedved. 

London, March 29.—The British 
steamship Alnwick Castle has been 
torpedoed in the Atlantic ocean. Some 
persons are reported dead and others 
are missing. 

The admiralty has informed the As- 
sociated Press that the Alnwick Cas- 
tle was torpedoed without warning 
March 19 in the Atlantic, 320 miles from 
the nearest land. On the previous day 
the steamer had rescued the crew of 
another British steamer that also had 
been torpedoed. 

The passengers and crews of both 
vessels abandoned the Alnwick Castle 
in five boats. One of these 
landed on the Spanish coast. It orig- 
inally contained twenty persons, in- 
cluding a stewardess and a child, but 
five of them died. All the survivors 
in this boat were suffering from frost 
bite. 

Three other boats also were picked 
up during the week, 
27, another 29 and the third 20 surviv- 
ors. In these boats there were five 
dead. The fifth boat that put out from 
the steamer has not yet been accounted 
for. 

The British steamship Alnwick Cas- 
tle measures 5,900 tons gross and was 
owned by the Union-Castle Mail 
Steamship company, of London. She 
was 400 feet long and was built in 
Glasgow in 1901. The Alnwick Cas- 
tle probably was in the service of the 
British government. 


Macon Takes Steps 
To Protect Property 
Against Germans 


Macon, Ga., March 29.—(Special.)— 
Steps were taken today by the mili- 
tary auxhorities to guard Macon’s wa- 
ter supply from possible harm at the 
hands of Germans. Guards have been 
placed at the Riverside pumping sta- 
tion, the Vineville water tower and at 
the reservoir in South Macon, with or- 
ders to keep all suspicious-looking per- 
sons from approaching. 

While no trouble of any kind is an- 
ticipated, it has been thought best not 
to take any chances. There is also 
talk of placing a guard at the big dam 
of the Central Georgia Power company 
at Jackson, from which the city.of Ma- 
con and other middle Georgia cities se- 
cure their electric current for lights 
and power purposes. 

Another precaution taken by the po- 
lice today was a compilation of a list 
of all pro-Germans in Macon, what they 
do and where they stay. This is being 
done as a matter of precaution, so that 
in case of war the police will know just 
who they have to look out for. There 
are not many pro-Germans in Macon, 
but there are some who are known to 
have been doing a lot of talking in re- 
cent months, and the police believe 
they will bear watching. The first 
sign of anything out of the ordinary on 
their part will result in their arrest.

day, and now retains such home supplies of 
liquor as were purchased and placed in his 
home in strict accordance with the law. 

Every man or woman in Georgia who 
today has one drop of intoxicating liquor in 
his or her house—even wines for culinary 
or medicinal purposes—is a law-breaker. 

Certainly to the end of 
there have been no reports of general con- 
tributions of liquors to the gutter, which 
unquestionably means that already the state 
contains many thousands of “bone-dry” law

infractors. 

But that does not prove lack of merit in 
the law. 

It does prove, though—and simply—that 
in the violation of the law in its least re- 
spect there is danger of its violation in its 
most serious respect. 

As an illustration: 

Let us say that a man retains a quart

“That which is best administered, 
best!” 

For many years Georgia has been kept 
in a state of unrest by prohibition agitation. 
Today what so many have wanted and de- 
manded has come to pass: We have a 
“bone-dry,”’ air-tight, extremest of extreme 
prohibition law. 

Largely upon the manner of its admin- 
tration and enforcement will depend its suc- 
eess or failure.

It is unthinkable that such a comprehen- 
Sive undertaking as that could be carried 
out without a diligent official’s having even 
an inkling of what was going on. 

If the Russell sheriff knew what was 
being done and winked at it, he is guilty of 
malfeasance and ought to be punished. If 
he didn’t, then he must have been asleep, 
or is too stupid to be a competent sheriff. 

It is about time for Governor Henderson 
to become active in checking up on the offi- 
cial behavior of his state’s sheriffs. 


PROHIBITION COMMISSIONERS. 


Despite the fervent desire of Governor 
Harris and other devotees to the principle 
the 
act as it stands is without a provision for 


of “bone-dry” prohibition, legislative 


special machinery to enforce it. Certain 


friends of the prohibition cause, the Zov- 
ernor foremost among them, insisted to the 
last that the act provide for the employment 


of a “prohibition commissioner’ for this 


purpose, and they are bemoaning the fact 
that the legislature decreed otherwise. 

But the legislature did right in leaving 
that.clause out of the law. 

In the first place, when Governor Harris 
and his prohibition allies presume that Geor- 
gia is without a “prohibition commissioner” 
they are in error. There are hundreds of 
them in the state. 

The state attorney general is now a “pro- 
hibition commissioner;” the solicitor gen- 
eral and every one of his assistants in every 
county is one; so is every sheriff, every 
sheriff’s deputy; police chief, every 
policeman and every detective in Georgia is 
now and henceforth a prohibition commis- 
sioner; as is the United States marshal, 
every deputy United States marshal, every 
federal internal revenue collector, every 
federal revenue agent operating in Georgia. 
In short, every public official charged with 
the enforcement of the law, by his oath of 
office automatically became a_ prohibition 
commissioner the moment the “bone-dry” 
prohibition law became an actuality and 
subject to enforcement. 

We do not require a “murder commis- 
sioner” to enforce the law penalizing homi- 
cide in Georgia; we need, no “larceny com- 
missioner’”’ nor “burglary commissioner” to 
enforce the law against theft of property; 
the law proscribes the speed at which auto- 
mobiles may be driven on streets and high- 
ways, vet it is enforced without an “auto- 
mobile-speeding commissioner’ to enforce 
it; we have found no occasion for a “‘tres- 
pass commissioner” to prosecute violations 
of individual property rights, and no occa- 
sion has arisen thus far to warrant the 
creation of an office of ‘“‘narcotic commis- 
sioner” to enforce the state and federal laws 
inhibiting the use of opiates and other nar- 
cotic drugs. 

So long as the city, county, state and 
federal peace authorities can and do enforce 
all of these laws, it is reasonable, and only 
fair to them, to presume that they can and 
will enforce the liquor prohibition law.

Flow Georgia First Stopped Secession 
And Later, by Close Vote, Failed in Effort 


™ . . °. 

The Georgia Historical society 
the notable institutions of Georgia. 

Its work in collecting and publishing im- 
portant information and papers has been the 
means of preserving much of the data of our 
history which would otherwise have been 
lost. 

While. properly located at Savannah as 
the oldest city of the state, where our history 
began, it is not a local institution, but one 
that deals with the whole state, and should 
be supported by Georgians everywhere. 

The society has just celebrated its 78th 
anniversary. This is usually celebrated on 
February 12, the anniversary of the founding 
of Georgia as a colony; but owing to repairs 
which were being made in its hall, these ex- 
ercises were adjourned to March 21, when 
they were held. 

The society has begun the publication of 
a quarterly magazine dealing with subjects 
of interest to the entire state and has en- 
tered into a movement to extend its activ- 
ities and membership all over Georgia; this 
anniversary, therefore, was one of special 
interest. 

The address on this occasion 
ered by Alexander C. King, one of the most 
scholarly members of the Atlanta bar, who 
chose as his subject, “Georgia's Influence on 
the Secession Movement,” which he consid- 
ered not only as a past historic event, but 
as conveying lessons for future guidance. 

In opening his address, after calling at- 
tentién to the great influence a people’s his- 
tory had on future generations, and the value 
of history as a teacher, Mr. King well pointed 
out the great service the Georgia Historical 
society had rendered to the entire state, and 
the great work it had done. He said: 

“It is this society which has fostered an 
interest and pride in our cotonial, revolution- 
ary and earlier state history and preserved 
so much that it is valuable for future gen- 
erations. 

“To that feeling of pride in the history of 
Georgia which created this society, and 
which it in turn has. nourished may be 
attributed in large part that high sense 
of duty to ideals which has caused the 
men and women of this fair city to lead 
in the van on every call which Geor- 
gia has made upon her sons and daughters— 
a spirit which enables this society to point 
to names upon its roll where each generation 
from its founding until now has sent its 
representatives to serve under the flag of 
state and country. 

“It is a matter, then, of moment and con- 
gratulation to the entire state that this 
guardian and teacher of its honorable his- 
tory should widen its scope, and that its 
members and influence should be extended 
from the seaboard to the mountains, from 
the Savannah to the Alabama line; that in 
meeting the grave problems with which the 
near future is crowded we_ should -have 
Georgians everywhere inspired by a knowl- 
edge of her past history and nerved to meet 
the future in such manner as is worthy of 
her highest ideals and achievements.’ 

Georgia’s Union Affiliation. 

The address then called attention to the 
fact that secession and the ensuing war was 
the most important crisis through which the 
state ever had passed; that a study of its 
history and the action and motives of the 
participants was of value in the light of the 
present grave situation of the country. 

Rapidly surveying the history of Geor- 
gia’s earlier relations to the United States 
government, it was shown that Georgia had 
from the first favored a closer union, and 
had thrown her influence in support of es- 
tablishing an efficient government, 

She afterwards unanimously ratified the 
constitution, being the first southern state 
to do so. Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
was quoted to show that at that time every- 
body believed that the constitution was re- 
garded as an experiment, and that a state 
had the right peaceably to leave the union 
if she thought it a failure. ae 

Georgia almost at once got into collision 
with the United States supreme court. That 
court held that an individual could sue the 
state in that court. The state ignored the 
court, would not even appear, and it and the 
other states amended the constitution so as 
to stop all such suits. Fy 

The federal government had agreed, in 
consideration for Georgia ceding to the 
United Stages the territory between the pres- 
ent Alabaiha line and the Mississippi, all of 
which was then in Georgia, to extinguish 
the Indian title to the lands in the rest of 
the state. 

The state and the government clashed 
over the dilatory methods of the government. 
The state claimed jurisdiction over all of this 
territory, defied the order of the federal gov- 
ernment not to go into it, would convict men 
for offenses committed in the Indian country, 
and when they took their cases up to the 
supreme court of the United States main- 
tained that the supreme court had no juris- 
diction in these matters over the state, and 
executed the sentences of the Georgia courts 
in the regular way, regardless of the United 
States supreme court. 

In all these things Georgia finally pre- 
vailed, and while she resented the charge 
thut she meant to break up the union, she 
intensified the idea of state sovereignty as 
azainst the federal government, 

So, while in the north the idea grew that 
the general government Was superior to the 
states, in the south the paramount authority 
of the state was believed in. 

The Secession Movement. 


The agitation of the abolitionists, the 
conflicts over admitting California into the 
union as a free state, the quarrels about 
slavery in the territories and the District 
of Columbia. and over the fugitive slave laws, 
so intensified the friction that in 1850 


was deliv- 


A convention to determine what Georgia 
should do had been called by the legislature. 

Mr. Clay had passed his last compromise 
bill through congress, but the south was dis- 
satisfied and alarmed and secession seemed 
inevitable. 

Mr. Toombs, Mr. Stephens and General 
Howell Cobb, who favored the compromise, 
came to Georgia, stumped the state, and 
when delegates to the convention were elect- 
ed a reaction had been produced and union 
men were almost everywhere elected. 

The convention almost unanimously 
adopted a platform Known in history as the 
Georgia platform, accepting Clay’s compro- 
mise as a settlement, pledging Georgia’s de- 
votion to the union, and refusing to consider 
then seceding, while warning the north that 
a failure to live up to the compromise would 
produce secession. 

The Georgia platform became the rallying 
ground of the union men in other states, and 
they succeeded on its principles in defeating

the dvocates of immediate secession, even 
in South Carolina and  Mississippi—the 
states most favoring secession. 

Secession was thus prevented in 1850- 
1851, largely by the influence of Georgia. 

The compromise, however, was not lived 
up to. In 1860 the abolitionists elected their 
candidate and the south again considered 
secession. 

South Carolina, Mississippi, Florida and 
Alabama had gone out, but by a close vote 
in Alabama and Florida. No others had 
acted. 

Geor-zsia’s Close Vote. 

In Georgia the leaders were 
Stephens, B. H. Hill, Herschel V. Johnson 
and others opposed immediate secession. 
Georgia’s convention met and for two days 
debated the question, and in a convention 
casting 297 votes the resolution for imme- 
diate secession carried by only 31 votes. 

; A change of 16 votes would have defeat- 
ed it. 

After Georgia acted Louisiana and Texas 
went out, but Arkansas, Tennessee and 
North Carolina at first refused, and they, 
with Virginia,-only seceded after the fall of 
Sumter and Lincoln’s call for troops to con- 
quer the south. 

' Georgia had voted not to secede then, 
Tennessee and North Carolina refusing 
secede, South Carolina would have been 
cut off from all the other seceding states; 
Florida would have nearly been so. The 


divided, 


effect of Georgia’s action would have greatly ' 


influenced all the rest. The attack on Sum- 
ter probably would not have occurred and 
terms of accommodation might have been 
reached. 

The postponement of secession, with the 
rapid development of manufactories, iron 
mines, ete., then beginning in the south, and 
the enormous growt of the north which 
came on, might have altered the entire situ- 
ation and made secession impracticable in 
the opinion of the south. 

So that as Georgia stopped secession in 
1850-1851, by resolving to remain in the 
union, she probably failed to prevent it by 
resolving to go with it in 1860.

DIABETES. 

Diabetes cannot be cured by any drug or 
combination of drugs known to science, nor 
by any bath, or diet, or other known method 
of treatment. 


The disease not an acquisition, not 


something taken by the patient, not an en- 
tity. Diabetes is merely the name given to 
the weakness of a bodily function, namely, 
the function of assimilating certain foods. 
Since it may be and is due to decidedly dif- 
ferent causes in different cases—some trou- 


ble ina nerve center of the brain in one case, 
and a lesion of the pancreas in another—it is 
Plain that any treatment purporting to cure 
diabetes is not to be taken seriously. 

Sclentific treatment will, however, enable 
the victim of diabetes to preserve reasonably 
good health and life indefinitely. 

The first requirement in the management 
of any case not wholly beyond hope is a fast, 
lasting from three to six or eight days, long 
enough to clear the sugar from the urine, 
and for twenty-four or forty-eight hours 
longer. Then a limited diet which will sup- 
port life without producing sugar in the 
urine. This is known as the Allen method, 
because worked out by Dr. Allen and associ- 
ates of the Medical Research hospital of the 
Rockefeller institute, though the idea was 
given to us by Guelpa in Europe years ago,. 

Alkalies may be useful in the first few 
days, especially in cases with a tendency to 
stupor or coma—the great danger in neg- 
lected diabetes. The unconsciousness is a re- 
sult of acidosis—poisoning by certain acids 
derived from fats in the food. 

Once free of sugar in the urine, and of 
diacetic acid, the problem is to teach the pa- 
tient that he must confine himself to a regi- 
men consistent with his limited ability to 
metabohze or assimilate carbohydrates (sug- 
ars and starches) and, in a certain degree, 
fats. He must learn how to select a menu 
within’ the limitations determined in the 
study of his case—it varies in different pa- 
tients, of course, according to the individual 
capacity to assimilate the foods named. 

Here is one important feature. After the 
fast the patient must keep his weight below 
what is deemed normal for healthy persons. 
When one with diabetes takes on weight the 
outlook is serious. 

Some of the best things for diabetics to 
eat are lettuce, spinach, sauer-kraut, celery, 
cauliflower, rhubarb, cabbage, string beans, 
Brussels sprouts, clams, oysters, liver, fish 
roe, onions, turnip, squash, carrots, ° beets, 
oranges, strawberries, pineapple, nuts, green 
peas, parsnips, oatmeal, lean meat.

MANY MEN AND WOMEN 
“TAKE DRUG TREATMENT 


Several Victims of Habit Have 
Voluntarily Applied to the 
Recorder for Aid. 


Since the city authorities have open- 
ed a hospital at the stockade for cur- 


ing victims of the drug habit, men and 
women have voluntarily gone to Recor- 
der George E. Johnson and asked him 
to send them to the hospital under 
thirty-day sentences. 

Already ten young men are taking 
the cure, and on next Tuesday after- 
noon six women will begin the treat- 
ment. One of the young men is th 
son of one of the wealthiest and most 
prominent of <Atlanta’s citizens, and 
two of the women stand high socially. 

As fast as the accommodations can 
be enlarged other victims of the drug 
habit will be taken care of until ev- 
ery user of drugs has had an oppor- 
tunity to be treated. 

Recorder Johnson, Mayor Candler, 
Councilman James N. Renfroe and other 
city officials are behind the plan to 
have the drug users cured and to rid 
the city ef as many of them as possible. 

Under the supervision of the super- 
intendent of the city prison, a hospital 
has been fitted up on the farm. Dr. 
H. F. Harris, secretary of the state 


a new cure for the drug habit which 
is said to have worked wonders in 
‘Other cities. Dr. Harris believes that 
most of the drug victims can be either 
cured or placed on the road to recov- 
ery within thirty days. In a very few. 
days, he says, they can do without the 
drug. 

At the hospital there are two compe- 
tent nurses. The patients are given 
every comfort and attention and will 
be dismissed as fast as the physician 
in charge thinks they can safely return 
to their homes. 

Recorder Johnson acts upon all cases 
and gives sentences of thirty days to 
insure the retention of the patients un- 
til a cure is effected. 

Cases are being daily made by Offi- 
cers M. A. Hornsby and W. A. McKin- 
ney, who have been specially detailed 
for that work. Any citizen, however, 
can have drug victims looked after by 
reporting the matter ¢o the recorder, 
the chief of police or the night chief.
